GUAGE TO JUDGE PRENDERGAST. 


The Court Issues Warrants for the Arrest 
of Kent and Downey, but Refuses to 
Permit Immediate Service upon Down- 
ey, Whereat the Young Lawyer Tells 
the Judge That He Talks Like a Demo- 
erat and Is Afraid to Do Bis Duty. 


“ Your Honor speaks like a Democrat.” 

Judge Prendergast was engaged in hearing 
insane cases in his court on the North Side 
when Attorney John Maynard Harlan—a 
son of Justice Harlan of the United States 
Supreme Court—counsel for the Board of 
Election Commissioners, entered and ob- 
tained permission to file certain informations 
sworn to by Election Commissioners Norman 
Bridge, S. S. Gregory, ano Luke Coyne. 

The first asserted that William E. Kent, 
Oct. 1, 1889, asked E. 8. Newman, an author- 
ized judge of election in the Fourth Precinct 
of the Fifth Ward, to refuse to act. Kent 
then went to Samuel Parker and informed 
him that Newman had moved away and left 
@ vacancy and induced Parker to cross New- 
man’s name from the registry book of the 
precinct, substituting therefor the name of 
Joseph Windhausen. This prevented New- 
wan from acting as a member of the Board 
of Registry at the revision of the books. 

The information then charges tam Kent 
in like manner interfered with Henry 
Bishoff, a judge of election in the Thirteentn 
Precinct of tne Fifth Ward, and with Victor 


F. Rofinot, a judge in the Fourteenth Pre- 


cinct. John Montag was substituted for 
Bishoff and John Ford for Rofinot. 

The second document recited the same 
state of affairs, except that it charged Kent 
with having the changes of names made on 
records of the Election Commissioners’ of- 
fice. 

The third accusec Kent and Thomas 
Downey of interfering in a similar manner. 
with Patrick O'Leary, a judge in the Third 
Precinct of the Sixth Ward, and Heury 
Bailey of the Fifth Piecinct of the Sixth 
Ward, the names of John Lynch and Patrick 
Maher being substituted. This information 
charged the defendany with a violation of 
the law by their actions and the last of the 
four documents recited the same facts as an 
act in contempt of court. 

WARRANTS ISSUED. 45 

When Judge Prendergast had glanced 
through the complaints Attorney Harlan 
asked that warrants be issued for the arrest 
of Keat and Downey, and the court at once 
made the order on coadition that the war- 


‘rants be served before 6 o’clock so as not to 
interfere with the attendance of the aefend- 


ants at today’s primaries. 

During the afternoon Kent entered the 
court-room and sard he had heard of the war- 
rants and desired to give himself up so as to 
be spared the ignominy of arrest. He was 
told to come in at 5 o’clock, and was on hand 
long before that hour with Bob“ Mitchell, 
the colored Second Ward politician, as coun- 
sel and bondsman. Downey did not putin 
an appearance, though Kent said he had sent 
for him. The court said he would set tne 
hearing for Tuesday morning and woold ac- 
cept Mitchell as bondsman in the sum of 
$1,000. 117 

Attorney Harlan made a persistent effort 
to examine “Bob” as to his possessions. 
This, the court said, was not necessary, as he 
was convinced that Kent would appear. 
Mitchefl took umbrage and asserted that he 
was worth “10,000 good, hard dollars, sah.“ 

A PASSAGE AT ARMS. 

** As for Downey,” said the court, “I will 

instruct the Sheriff not to serve the warrant 


until Monday.“ 


“Why not?” demanded the attorney. 

The court looked at the young man se- 
verely. 

„1 mean to say.“ explained the lawyer, 
“ that 1 thigk the warrant ought to be served 
immediately. The court has no right to say 
when the Sheriff shail serve it. The war- 
rant is in itseit a command to bring the body 
forth with.”’ 

„As a matter of law,” said Judge Prender- 
gast, your position is doubtless rigut. Yet 
this is a rather peculiar proceeding. Itgrows 
out of an attempt to control a primary elec- 
tion, and is involved in the strong factional 
fights being waged. Downey is a candidate 
for the Central Committeeship. If he were 
arrested and were thus deprived of his right 
to make a contest before his partys primary 
it might prove a serious injustice, especially 
as the charges may not be substantiated. To 
arrest him tomorrow would be to establish a 
dangerous precedent.”’ 

Mr. Harlan was persistent. He argued that 
Downey had not shown the same readiness 
as Kent to appear, and had before the txami- 
nation in the Election Commissioners’ office 
announced his determination not to come in. 

“ Your Honor loses sight of the gravity of 
the offense, continued the lawyer. Sup- 
pose Downey sbould leave town what posi- 
tion would the Sheriff bein? How would 
your Honor stand before the veopie!“ 

“This court will always be able to assume 
the responsibility of its actions,” said Judge 
Prendergast. 

“ ADMIRABLE FRANKNESS.” 

Then ensued a strange scene and for a 
moment it looked serious for the young man 
who represented the Board of Election Com- 
missioners. He continued: 

„1 have the greatest respect for your 
Honor. I have no desire for a moment to 
impute arything but the most honorable mo- 
tives to your Honor, but I must say that 1 
believe that if your Honor were not a Demo- 
erat vou wovld look at this matter in a differ- 
ent light.“ 

„ How is that, sir!“ | 

I mean that if your Honor were not sen- 
sitive to the criticisms of the newspapers——” 

„think, sir, this question has been suffi- 
ciently argued. I do not care to have any 
one arrested at a time when he will be ae- 
prived of his political rights.“ 

“your Honor speaks like a Democrat. 
You are afraid lest the people accuse you of 
pursuing pclitical enemies with the power 
vested in you by your judicial office,” 

Judge Prendergast smiled sweetly, but his 
lips twitched a littie. 

“Weil,” he said, I must say ‘the frank- 
ness of counsel is admirable. However, I 
must say that if the court had any idea that 
this unprecedented frankness was inspired 
by anything but a desire on the part of coun- 
sel to do his duty he would take a somewhat 
sharp course at this stage.” 

Mr. Harlan muttered something in apology, 
but Judge Prendergast said: That will be 
sufficient, sir. We will not consider your 
language. Asfor the matter under discus- 
sion, I will repeat that to have Downey ar- 
rested tomorrow would be to establish a 
dangerous precedent. In times of political 
warfare it would be unwise to leave no dis- 
cretion with the court. Charges might be 
prepared against any politician by huis 
enemies, and be preferred when he was busily 
engaged in his political duties. That wouid 
make the courts a party to a system of perse- 
cution which might be frequently used. 
Downey may come in here tomorrow and 
give bail. If he does not, you may teil him, 
Mr. Kent, that he will be arrested at the 
close of the convention Saturday afternoon. 
The cases will be heard Tuesday morning at 
10 o’ clock.”

FROM THE ATLANTIC TO THE PACIFIC, 


Proposed Railway Connections Across Gua- 
temala—tThe Contract Signed. 

Panama, Oct, 15.—A contract has been 
signed by Guatemala with the Suez Canal 
company for the construction ofa northern 
railroad which will be united to the Northern 
Central line of Guatemala. This work wül 
be of great importance to Guatemala and 
ali Central America, as well as to 
all those doing business on the 
Pacific coast, as it will establish direct com- 
munication between the Atlantic and Pacific 
across Guatemam. The French company 
will place at the disposal of the Government 
106,562,500 francs. With this money the na- 
tion will purchase the Guatemala Central 
railroad, which is worth 20,000,000 francs, 
and with the remainder the company will 
construct the Northern railroad, with the 
necessary wharis at the seaports, stations, 
etc. 

The sum of 10,000,000 francs will be em- 
ployed in establishing an agricultural mort- 
gage bank. 


WANTS POINTS FOR RUSSIAN ELEVATORS, 


Spenisky Barnett Making an American 
Tour of Inspection. 

Du.vuTsa, Minn., Oct. 24.—[Special,]—Spe- 
nisky Barnett; a Russian representing a Eu- 
ropean syndicate, is in Duluth examining the 
Duluth elevator system, which it is proposed 
shall serve as a model for a new system of 
Russian elevators to be built atOdessa. The 
present style of elevators at Odessa has 
proved inadequate, both in capacity and the 
facility of cleaning and handling grain, and 
an entire new system will be built. Mr. Bar- 
nettis mazing a thorough investigation of 
American elevators, coming here from Can- 


ada, and he will visit Minneapolis, Chicago,

YELLOW-FEVER RAGING IN BRAZIL, 


A Request That No United States Vessels 
Visit the Infected Ports This Year. 

WasuineTon, D. C., Oct. 24.—The follow- 
ing is a copy of a letter from Rear Admiral 
J. H. Gillis; commanding United States 
naval force on South Atlantic station, dated 
United States flagship Richmond, Monte- 
video, Uruguay, Sept. 11, 1889, and just re- 
ceived at the Navy Department: 

In a previous communication I reported to the 
department that there was 4 great deal of yel- 
low-fever and other epidemic diseases existing 
in Rio de Janeiro. I now deem it my duty to 
add that reports of the most reliable character 
show that yellow-fever is breaking out in various 
parts of Brazil besides the City of Rio de Ja- 
neiro. Commencing £0 early, even veforé the 
advent of warm weather, this would indicate an 
unusually sickly season, and I would strongly 
urge that unless circumstances arise rendering 
the presence of one of our vessels imperatiyely 
necessary (and of this there appears to be no 
likelihood at present) none be permitted to 
visit infected ports of Brazil this year, and that 
all stores and supplies from the United States 
should be sent direct to this port. 


TO PROTECT THE OPPRESSED NEGROES. 


A Vigilance Committee Organized in Cata- 
hoalsa Parish, Loaisiana.

The Spider and the Fly.

THE TOWER OF BABEL COME AGAIN. 

There is but one thing which Chicago tacks 
to be perfect among cities. She has art, 
manufactures, commerce, poets, orators, 
statesmen, musicians, fair women, all the 
esthetic crazes, and the certainty of the 
World's Fair. But it must be admitted with 
regret that she has no mountain, and that 
the artificial nilis in Lincoln Park do not 
meet the long-felt want. There should be a 
mountain to the westward, craggy and tim- 
ber-covered, with deep and romantic gorges 
and delis. It would break the force of the 
prairie winds, would relieve the dreary fiat- 
ness that wearies the eye, and would be nice 
for picnic parties. 

But it costs too much to build a real mount 
ain, and unless some earthquake can be per- 
suaded to lift up gracefully what is left of 
tne Town of Cicero and setiton end it will 
be necessary to accept some substitate such 


as man may be able to make with ease. Per- 
haps such a one may be found in the Judson 


tower, a picture of which was given in yes- 
terday’s paper. That may satisfy the mount 
ain longings of those Chicagoans who, born 
on the flatlands of the West, have never 
seen anything more sky-piercing or awe-in- 
spiring than the water-works tower. 

Mr. Judson is an ingenious Eastern invent- 
or, best known from his pneumatio street 
railway device, which is claimed to be a 
great improvement on the cable system. Ap- 
pealed to by some New York friends to get 
up something which, should the Exposition 
be held in New York, would be a greater at- 
traction than the Eiffel tower in Paris, he 
went to the Book of Genesis, took there- 
from the plan of the Tower of Babel, al- 
tered the material from sun-dried brick and 
stone to steel, which was not known to the 
dwellers on the Plain of Shinar, and elabo- 
rated the design given in yesterday’s Trin- 
tng. The Eiffel Tower is a thousand feet 
high. His is to be 1,600. On hearing that a 
Yankee has seen him” and “gone him” 
600 feet better nothing will be left to Mr.

In the American tower it 16 pro- 
posed that people shall drive up, There 
was a winding wry on the exterior 
of the Tower of Babel 8 that 
tne chariot of Nimrod might be 
driven from the ground to the plat- 
form at the top, whence the Chaldean astrol- 


ogers meant to watch the stars. The Judson. 


tower will have aspiral driveway, but it will 
be inside the latticework of steel so that 
there may be no risk of a frightened horse 
leaping an outer parapet and dashing him- 
self and driver to the ground 1,600 feet be- 
low, which, it is hardly necessary to state, 

will result in their receiving serious injuries 
unless they are provided with parachutes. 
The tower is also to have a railway operated 
according to the Judson system, so that those 
Chicagoans who have no horses can ascend 
this tofty edifice n having to do it on 
foot. 

From the summit of this 1,600 foot tower a 
traveler fortunate enough to have a good 
opera-giass and a clear day can see not mere- 
ly all of the territory of the expanadd city, 
but far beyond its confines. The distinct 
outhnes of the Michigan shore will be revealed 
to him. The broad expanses of the lake as 
far north as Racine, dappled with the sails 
of ships and barred by the smoke of- steam- 
ers, will lie before him. To the westward 
and southwestward the denser clouds will 
indicate the location of Aurora, Elgin, and 
Joliet. He can almost see that massive State 
hotel where bad Chicagoans go when the 
criminal lawyers do not prevent. Fields of 
wheat and corn will giadden the eve of the 
man “in populous city pent.” He will almost 
see Mark Dunham’s great Percheron horses 
in the Kane County meadows, or watch day 
by day the progress made in the digging of 
the great channel which is to dilute the city 
sewage with a river of water. 

Up at this elevation there will bé a purer 
air. The soot, and smoke, and fumes from a 
thousand chimneys will be far below him. 
For the first time in his life, if he be young 
and reared in Chicago, he can feel the full 
force of the rays of the sun. The observa- 
tory which crowns this tower will be a sana 
torium. Doctors will prescribe it instead of 
Pike’s Peak or the White Mountains. It will 
be above the hay fever line, and the sufferers 
from that disease who have not the money 
with which to go to Bethlehem need only 
take a ride on the Judson Pnuematic and be 
lifted into a purer ether, where spores and 
wicrobes never go, where sneezing is un- 
kuown, and a handkerchief „ ex- 
cept for a flirtation. 

If Chicago gets the Exposition, as she 
must, and builds this tower, as she will, the 
lake front will be the place for it. Mr. Le 
land will not protest. He will say, “this is 
not a building, but a boon, a ktema eis aiei.“ 
It will remain for ages after the Exposition 
has departed. It will be the great attraction. 
of the city, outranking the Stock-Yards or 
the Cronin triai. Thetraveler approaching 
here from any point of the compass will see, 
miles and miles away across the level prairie 
or the equally level lake, the graceful dome 
reared nearer the sky than ever the Chakiean 
dreamed of building, flashing with the rays 
of the early morning or gilded with the 
lingering radiance of the departing day.

other features of the sixth amendment of the 
Federal Constitution. 


In the first piace people are not urging the 
abolition of jury trialin criminal cases, but 
the freeing of that system from the excres- 
cences and parasitic growths for which 
criminal lawyers, eager for fees, are respon- 
sible. The desire is to return to the simpler 
and honester metnods of an earlier day. 

In the second place, what does the private- } 
snap concern mean by saying that the lim- 
itations in the first ten amendments to the 
Constitution are limitations on the States, 
when every lawyer knows they are limita- 
tions on the General Government alone? IIli- 
nois could by amending ner Constitution do 
away with a jury trial, just as several other 
States have done already with the grand jury 
system, which-the fifth amendment forbids 
Congress to interfere with, as the sixth for- 
‘bids it to meddie with trial by jury. 
Pomeroy in his work on the constitutional 
law of the United States: 


It has been suggested that the interests of the 
public would be advanced by abolishing the 
grand jury and trial yy Breit If public opinion 
in any State should me ri for such a 
change could vhat State so amend its Constitu- 
tion as to abolish all of this time-honored pro- 
cedure and allow a, person to be held to answer 
for a capitul offense without an indictment of a 

ury? Could the State deprive the ac- 

cused of the trial by sory or compel him to be a 
Witness against himself? The answer is that the 
general limitations contained in the Constitu- 
tion which have been quoted have reference 
only to the National Government and do not a 

ly to the several States. The United States is 
orbidden, either by the legisiative, executiv 
or judicial department, to deprive a person o 
any of the n and privileges guarded by 
the Bill ot R States in respect to 
their own in . if consistent with their 
own organic laws, infrings upon them all. 


If the editor of the P.-8. concern will read 
the opinion of Chief Justice Marshall in Bar- 
ron vs. The Mayor of Baltimore he will find 
this doctrine exhaustively set forth. For 
the P.-S. print thus to attempt to overrule 
the great Chief Justice reminds one of Jus- 
tice Banyon’s attempt to reverse a decision 
of the liinols Supreme Court. 


NEW-YORKERS AND THE SUBSCRIPTION 
PAPER. 

The New York Finance Committee has be- 
gun the desperate and ungrateful work of 
getting up a subscription for the World's 
Fair. They have prepared pretty books with 
black flexibie covers of sealskin, stamped in 
imitation of morocco, and with the following 
printed thereon in giit letters: “ Internawonal 
Exposition of 1892—Committee on Finance— 
Subseriptions to the $5,000,000 Guarantee 
Fund.” The Mayor, however, is alarmed for 
fear that the people will not subscribe and has 
issued an urgent personal appeal warning 


them that the money should be subscribed at 


once. every day’s delay being an embarrass- 
ment.“ The New York World says that thus 
far $365,000 has been pledged in fourteen 
subscriptions, every one, by the way, with a 
string to it, except Pulitzer’s, and it fran- 
tically exclaims: ‘Who will make it half a 
million?’ Thus far echo has only answered 
„Who and there is $4,635,000 more to be 
wrung out of the reluctant New York pluto- 


crate. How will it be done? The World has 


set itself about che task of finding out. In 
its issue of the 22d it said: 


New York has,as the World showed 4 1 
125 citizens who receive an income of 250,000 a 
year or more. It bas also several hundred individ- 
uals or firms that do an annual business of over 
$1,000.000. How absurd for such a city to pass 
the hat in every street and byway to secure a 
pledge of $3,000,000 for the Worid's Fair! 


_ Having . given the 125 multi-millionaires 
this broad hint, it followed up its work by 
interyiewing them to see whether it had 
taken effect, and how much they were ready 
to give. Some of them were out of town and 
their representatives were not authorized to 
pledge them. Others took the alarm and 
were not at home” to the interviewers. 
Those who were run down refused to say 
anything. It is said tne committee is sur- 
prised and distressed over these interviews. 
It does not add to their comfort that the pa- 
pers print dispatches from Chicago like the 
following: The Chicago Brewers’ Associa- 
tion today subscribed $200,000 to the Chicago 
World’s Fair Association,” and head them 
with some such lines as Chicago Brewers 
Set an Example,” or “ Chicago Shows How 
te Do It.“ Even this has no effect. The 
New-Yorkers don’t want an example; they 
don’t want to know how to do it.

PRICES OF FARM n BEFORE THE 


It was remarked in Tun Tripune yester- 
day that prices of farm produce before the 
Civil War were lower than those which have 
recentiy ruled in this market. A subsequent 


collation of figures brings out the following 


as market quotattons in Chicago in 1861: 
Wheat, 55 cents; corn, 20 cents; oats, 1234 
cents; ryé, 23 cents; barley, 15 cents; and 
pork sold the following January at $8 per 
barrel. It is true these were the lowest 
prices of the year named, but people are yet 
living who can remember still cheaper terms 
for leading articles of human food, and the 
higher quotations which followed them were 
measured in a depreciated currency, the ay- 
erage of 1864 being $2.044¢ paper for the gold 
dollar. 

These figures cannot fairly be compared 


| with those now current in this city unless it 


be remembered that Chicago then lay near 
the farms from which her merchants re- 
ceived the produce, while at present there is 
an intervening longer distance transporta- 
tion by rail. But the average wagon haul 
was longer than is required today and the 


roads were worse. A few years previous to 


1861 there was no avenue from the West ex- 
cept the canal and the old Galena road, and 
then the prairie-schooner often occupied a 
week or thereabouts in making the. round 
trip between the farm and thecity. Those 


were the times when both gold and paper 


dollars were scarce, uniess it were the wild- 
cat variety of the latter, and the rural dis- 
tricts contained exceedingly few home com- 
forts outside of those which were strictly 
home-made. 

These conditions are foreign to the experi- 
ence of the younger farmers of our day, and 
seem to have beén forgotten by some of the 
older ones. It is worth while to recur to 


them, not for the purpose of preyenting a 


possible further improvement, but to dissi- 
pate the rather widespread feeling that the 
farmer is an unduly oppressed individual 
who has been left behindin the latter-day 
march of civilization. As the foundation 
layer of society the agricultural classes are 
entitied to their full share of the blessings 
which it has conferred, and are not to be 
blamed if they endeavor to obtain more than 
they at present possess. But the higher pay 
obtainable in the cities for the exercise of 
talent or, muscle is not au it seems 
tobe at a distance, as many an unfort- 
unate wight from the country has learned 
to his cost. It is only the few in either who 
succeed in heaping up riches, and more than 
half ot the remainder hardly get beyond ine 
condition which is described as living from 
hand to mouth.” It may be affirmed with- 
out fear of successful contradiction that the 
average man’s chance of accumulating 4 re- 
8 is about as good in the country as 
in the city, and that if there be any slight 
disadvantage in that respect it is fully made 
up by the independence that marks the posi- 
tion of the farmer, be being a stranger to 
many of the mental restraints which are not 
to be escaped from by residents of the cities. 

A recommendation by the meetynge in St. 
Louis that the wheat of the latest crop 
which still remains in first hands be held 
back for 9% cents, or any other price per 
bushel, may be well meant but may do more 
harm than good. To offer such advice is to 
assume a grave responsibility and run the 
risk of sévere censure in case loss should 
ensue from. following it. The holders of 
wheat in this country are too numerous to be 
able to actin concert to the extent of con- 
trolling the situation, and will show their 
wisdomif they evince a willingness to be- 
lieve that high prices can only be insured 
when itis ascertained that production has 
not exceeded the requirements for consump- 
tion. 


THE KAISER’S SPEECH. 

The Kaiser has made his speech from the 
throne, and it is just such a speech as might 
have been expected from this young soldier. 
He is going to nave peace if ‘he has to fight 
for it, and he knows he must fight for it, and 
that before long. He says in one breath: 


The active attention of the present Reichstag 
has been eg directed to the securing of 

eace abroad and at home, and the task of the 

orthcoming session will in the same direc- 
tion. When the Reichstag met in 1887 the fore- 
most object was the consolidation of the defen- 
sive powers of the fatherland. The Reichstag, 
with patriotic appreciation of the situation, ap- 
plied itself thereto. Your e — 42 to this 
end will be again claimed in order to develop the 
efficiency of the army and its readiness for action 
in accordance with whatever circumstances may 
arise, and thereby impart to the efforts of the 
Emperor and his exalted allies for the preserva- 
tion of peace the weight which is their due in the 
council of the nations. 


In the next breath he says: 


A bill will be presented by the Government 
amending the military law of May 2, 1874. It will 
precise for a fresh distribution of the army and 
s intended to readjust, in the interest of the train- 
ing aud conduct of tne army, the inequalities of 
organization which have arisen through strength- 
ening the army and the displacement of troops 
from time to time. 


To give effect to his pacific project a budg- 
et 18 presented to the Reichstag increasing 
the army charges by 146,000,000 marks and 
the naval estimates by 36,000,000 marks. To 
secure the adoption of this budget the 
Reichstag is assured it will preserve the 
peace through the year 1890. Beyond that 
time he gives no assurance that pace will be 
maintained. For the satisfaction of a year’s 
further lease, aiwever, the German people, 
already taxed to death, must consent to a 
beavy increase of taxation and must stand 
by uncomplainingly and see their industries, 
already weakened, still further paralyzed by 
the withdrawal of the bone and sinew of the 
Empire from them into the army and navy. 
It goes without saying that the ocher Powers 
will follow the lead of Germany and increase 
their armies and expenses, all for the preser- 
vation of peace, when a reduction of armies 
all along the line would answer the same 
purpose. The Kaiser may be, as he pro- 
fesses, ati ardent lover of peace, but if he 
is not getting ready for a fight, what does 
he mean? 


A DEMOCRATIc DICKER WITH MORMONS. 

Wolfiey of Arizona says in his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Interior:

His Gouthpert Speech Naturally Fails to 
Piease Them. 
‘(New York Mati and Bupress Cable.) 

Lonpown, Oct. 24.—The conservative news- 
papers today take Mr. Gladstone's speech 
yesterday at Southport as the text for lead- 
ing articles, in which they try to make as 
good a showing as the circumstances will 
permit for the Tories. They reproach Mr. 
Gladstone for withholding from the public 
the details of his home-rule scheme, thereby 
rather demonstrating the wisdom of Mr. 
Gladstone’s course, since, whatever he might 
say, they would have turned all into queru- 
lous argument against him. His wisdom in 
not speaking more definitely is now 
more evident than ever. The Tory 
also take occasion to remind 
him of his defeat at Southport in 
the general election of 1868, al- 
though the connection . of this with 
the present occasion’ is not patent to the 
casual observer. Thereis little doubt that 
the address is well caiculated to have a good 
effect just at this juncture, and that it is 
likely to have a direct influence on the 
Brighton election tomorrow, toward which 
result naturally it was directed. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt also yester 
day helped along the flowing election tide in 
favor of justice to Ireland and a general 
rectification of the laws of the empire as they 
affect tenants. He denounced Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s silly assertion that titles were given to 
Commoners in payment of their votes for 
Giadstone’s home-rule measure asa calum- 
nious falsehood. Up to the present Mr. 
Chamberlain has remained silent since his 
unwise outburst.

EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE AT MONTREAL. 


Killed and Several Iojured—Much

The “‘ fortification’. of wines has led by 
easy descent to their absolute fabrication. 
Many cheap so-called wines—making special 
appeal to the poorer classes of invalids, in 
the form of ‘“tiuscious sherry” and 
“strengthening port ’’—are but clever chemi- 
cal combinations, with, of course, the ail- 
pervading alcohoiic base. For it m be 
taken as an axiom that, though wine 
may be made without grapes, it cannot 
be made without alcoho Propably the 
Spanish “ health wines are among tne chief 
oftenders in this sort; and tosuch a point has 
their falsification been carried that, Be long 
time * the Ministry of Public Works in 
Madrid ordered twenty chemical laboratories 
to be erected in as many of the chief wine- 
producing districts of Spain. 

The exampies in the several classes men- 
tioned—no doubt with the classes themselves 
—might be greatly extended. But enough has 
been adduced for our purpose. We see that 
these commodities could not exist without 
alcohol—not the alcohol naturally develoned 
in their preparation, but that applied to con- 
ceal its character. What description ot 
alcohol, therefore, is this likely to be? It has 
been remarked that the drunkenness of fifty 
years ago was good-naturedness itself com- 
pared with the too often brutal and frenzied 
outbreaks of today; and the distinction is a 
truly scientific one. Too well we know the 
horrible stuff that is accepted with unfortu- 
nate good faith by the lower orders of 
dram drinkers. But if the concocters of 
“cheap spirits”, are able to disguise the 
distasteful and injurious products of crude 
distillation and to offer their patrons the gin, 
whisky, or brandy of their desires, as such, 
with how much gréater facility can they pro- 
ceed when the- terful flavorers indicated 
pene a hundred others) form a part of the 

isguise? Brandy, labeled Cognac, is 
daily produced from potato and beet root. It 
would be interesting to know with what kind 
of alcoholic ** warp’’ the epicure is occasioa- 
ally favored whose “*woot’’ is composed of 
many of the dominating essential oils and 
syrups of the pharmacopoia. 


ABOUT FARMING IN COLORADO, 


A New Era Ushered in and Irrigation Is

Fields can 
be pointed to in the northern coun: 
ties of the State where wheat has been 
repeated on the same soll for twenty 
years, yielding from fifteen to forty bushels 
each and every year, and that without fer- 
tilizing, except such as it had from the run- 
ning water. The 5,000 miles of irrigating 
ditches, with their head gates, are our safe- 
ty vaives. They can be raised or shut down 
at will. No man can command tne clouds; 
therefore the uncertainty in a non-irrigated 
country. Here, so far as moisture goes, the 
farmer is master of the situation. 

And then, again, a country afflicted with 
too much rain is not the best country for the 
farmer or for the best prosperity of the peo- 
ple. Crops may grow and then be wasted in 
the harvest. The hay molds in the rick, 
the wheat rusts while it ripens or sprouts in 
the sheaf. From these serious and oft-times 
sad afflicuons our country of Colorado 1s 
exempt. No man can fully appreciate the 
blessings of a dry and irrigated country un- 
til he has occupied such. As evidence of 
this we have buttocite the stubborn fact 
that farmers who have once practiced crop- 
growing by irrigauon seldom seek à rain-de- 
pending country again in which to reside 
and cultivate. ? 

By tune aid of our dry atmospbere and as- 
sisted by our irrigation alfalfa, that great- 
est and most profitable farm “99 known to 
the worid, is made a success. It does not 
flou in the rain-falling country., and if it 
did fidurish would not be harvested and 
cured. With our irrigauon three and many 
times four crops can — grown in the single 
season. To gain time, where the farmer 


follow the rake, that the new crop may fol- 
low the old. In conclusion will say blessed 
is the country witha ciear sky and a plenty 
of water to fill its ditches.

Now that the erstwhile visitor has become 
a reguiar member of the International, United 
American, or whatever may be the patronymic 
of that particular bureau, he is subjected to 
a farcical cross-examination. Farcical be- 
cause, although the manager of such an in- 
stitution is supposed wo be (and always is 
somehow) ready to vouch for the character 
and standimg of those whom he introduces, 
he is usually too serenely lazy or too anxious 
to retain his members to make much of an 
effort to discover anything of them more 
than they themselves volunteer. So that 
here at least is the place where a man passes 
at his own valuation.

I know men who have 
won plump, jovial widows anxious for a sec- 
ond term, farmers who have found hard- 
working partners in those who had chosen the 
matrimonial bureau as a mode of escape from 
the dull lite of a kitchen, and other men who 
have roped in spinsters of uncertain age with

All sorts of conditions, too. I knew mis- 
chievious girl who entered a bureau with a 

oulish desire to investigate. Diving reck- 

essly into the box of photographs she

Lovisvi.ie, Ky., Oct. 24.—A special gives 
the corrected statement of the kilied and 
wounded in the factional fight near Harlan 
Court-House yesterday as follows: 

Two hours before daylight yesterday morn- 
ing the law and order party, hitherto styled 
the Turner faction of Harlan County, fifty

_ Distressing—Some Occurrences Not Al- 
together Devoid of Baumer, 
A book devoted entirely to upheavals of 
the earth, like “ Earthquakes” by Arnoid 
Boscowitz, is interesting; but at the same 
time distressing in its fearful showine of dis- 

asters and loss of life. It is only a short

Within these dates 
there occurred néarly 7,000 shocks, For 
the sixteen centuries before the Christian 
era there are imperfect notices of fifty-seven 
shocks, or three a century, while for the last 
fifty years we have a rate that is astoundinu.

Fora 
long time afterward the City of Alexandria 
annually commemorated the fatal day when 
80,000 citizens lost their lives in an inunta- 
tion, Two centuries later the Roman 
pire agaig was shaken, and 28 is 
staggered by the statement that 250,000 lives 
were lost. 

One shrinks from enumerating many of 
the great earthquakes of his , for to at- 
tempt the task is to sup full of horrors, In 
the early history of America the disappear- 
ance of whole cities was not unusual. in 
1456 60,000 persons were killed in Naples. In 
1759 there were destructive shocks in Syria- 
and at Balbec 20,000 perished. In 1788 Guate- 
mala, with all its riches and 8,000 families, 
was swallowed up. In Sicily and Calabria, 
from 1738 to 1786, the victims reached a total 
of 80,000, China’s capital was destroyed in 
1333 and muititudes were killed in a series 
of shocks that were distributed through ten 
years. And so on until the statistics become 
sickening. 

DESTROYED WHILE AT 1 a 

The great Lisbon earthquake of 1755 will 
be remembered as the one in which the good 
Dr. Johnson refused to believe, although he 
pinned his faith to the story of the Cock lane 
ghost. This shock extended over a surface 
of the globe four times greater than that of 
Europe, destroying tre cities of Fez and 
Mesquinez in Morocco, with 15,000 persons; 
and affecting the coasts of Greenland, the 
Isle of Madeira, and the West indies, nearly 
4,000 miles away. In Lisbon it was All 
Saints’ Day, the hour of high mass, and the 
churc were crowded. There were three 
shocks, and then the city was in ruins. Tue 
vag ent es was succeeded by the horrors of 
a conflagration. 

In the Caracas earthquake in 1812 the peo- 
ple were praying, like those of Lisbon, when 
desolation came upon them. It was Thurs- 
day of Holy Week and t numbers were 
in the churches. At least 4,000 people per- 
ished in the downfail of the sacred edifices. 
One cathedral! only tield but. , 

CONTRADICTORY MOKAL EFFECTS. 

The moral and religious effects of great 
disasters are of the most puzzling and con- 
tradictery nature. One result is to make 
people exceptiopally devout. Marriages are 
solemnized between couples living in ap un- 
licensea union, illegitimate children are 
retognized, enemities are forgotten, and 
restorations made of ill-gotten money. 
On other natures the sense of danger has a 
hardening effect. Humboldt remarks that 
vulgar minds are no more softened than they 
are elevaied by a great calamity. America 
was horrified only a few months ago by ‘the 
marauders that despoil and mutiiat- 
ed the dead after the Johnstown flood. 
Yet this bas been the experience of the 
world in every disaster of antiquity. The 
strangest anomaly of this kind was observed 
atthe destruction of San Salvador in 1854 
The Indians joined the people in imploring 
Divine pity, but when a lull came in the shocks 
they gave ‘heir marauding instincts full 
sway. Thus, they alternately prayed and 
plundered, as fearor avarice gained the u 
perhand. In the Calabrian earthquake in 
the eighteenth century, according to the 
present author: 

Men might be seen treading under foot dying 
persons, who appealed piteously for help, in 
order to plunder the houses of the wealthy. They 
even rob the injured, who would have paid 
handsomely for being rescued.

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New ‘York Sun: Astronomers have of 
late been making some exceed 


When we are thinking about worlds it is just 
us well to think of Jupiter, for that is a globe 
rth pondering over. Thirteen hundred 

as large as this big earth of ours, and 
minated by four obedient moons, Jupiter 
has uncommon claims to consideration. But 
itis not so much the gigantic size of that 
wonderful planet as the extraordinary ap- 
cos and occurrences upon its surface 
command particular attention at pres- 


ent. ; 

Most readers know that when Jupiter is 
looked at with a telescope certain bands or 
beite are seen extending in 1 lines 
across ite disk, We ordinarily see the great 
planet thus represented in illustrated books 
ofastronomy. It is among thege belts of 
Jupiter that the astronomers have observed 
some surprising things. The most conspicu 
ous belts lie on either side of the planets 
equator, in what upon earth we should call 
the tropical latitudes. Jupiter’s 1 * how- 
ever, is so slightly inclined to the plane of 
his orbit that his tropical circles donot extend 
as far north and south as the belts lie. The 
first explanation that naturally occurs to the 
observer who watches these belts is that they 
must be enormous bands of cloud encircling 
the giant planet on each side of its equator. 
If he has a powerful telescope and a patient 
mind he discovers that changes of form and 

tion occur in the belts, which strengthen 
probability that they are composed of 
clouds. The various colors that they show, 
and ip particular the prevailing red tint 
which characterizes the largest belts, may 
excite wonder as to the nature and condition 


of masses of vapor that could present such | 


an appearance, but mn the whole there 
seems to be nothing seriously discredit 
the idea that the greater number of these 
phenomena really are clouds. 

And how we come to the most surprising 
facts. It is evident that a tremendous cur- 
rent is continually sweeping right around 
the huge globe of +e over its equatorial 
regions, cloud ts are allin motion, 
but not with the same velocity. The 
nearer they are to the equator the faster 
they move. The observations of Mr. 3 
Williams and others show that in the no 
temperate zone there is a broad light band 
encircling the planet which may possioly 


be the actual surface of Jupiter’s globe. 


By comparing the rate of motion of cloud- 
like objects seen in this region with 
that of the sdjacent cloud t it is 
found that the latter is moving much more 
swiftly. The general perioi of Jupiter’s ro- 
tation upon its axis, notwitnstanding the 
enormous size of the planet, appears to be a 
littie short of ten hours. But the equatorial 
clouds go around in about nine hours and 
ie minutes, while the cloudg 30° north 
and south of the equator require tive min- 
utes omer to complete a circuit. In other 
words, the equatorial part of the atmosphere 
a rs to be flowing past the regions on 
eitner side of it at the rate of some 
240 miles an hour! This, ab M. 
Flammarion has remarked, is incom- 
parably faster than the most violent cyclone 
upon the earth. And this gigantic current 
of wind, if Bo It may be called, forms a per- 
petual hurricane, blowmeg around Jupiter as 
unremittingiy as our trade winds, but with 
inconceivable power and energy. The result 
of the varying velocities with which adja- 
cent portions of the Jovian. atmosphere ap- 
pear to move should naturally be the forma- 
tion of enormous whirling storms, cyciones, 
and tornadoes of incredible fury. 

It is probable that, looked atin a vertical 
section, the atmosphere of Jupiter would 
present an equally remarkable contrast and 
conflict of motions. There is evidence that 
the dark colored spots, or clouds, are ata 
greater elevation than those of a lighter hue, 
and it has been observed the dark spots 
move more slowly than the bright ones. It 
follows that the deeper you go into the at- 
mosphere the faster it is found to be moving, 
and hence it may be that the actual solid sur- 
face of the planet, if any solid surface it has, 
rotates within its shell of clouds considerably 
faster than the shell itself turns. 

Another singular phenomenon of the 
strange and tremendous planet Jupiter is the 
great red spot which has been seen upon its 
southern hemisphere ever since the summer 


which sug- 
gest the possibility that this phenomenon 
may be an elevated region of the planet 
thrust — 19 its environment of 1 
It must remembered that the so-called 
red spot. which really appears only as a 
small oval blotch upon the disk of Jupiter, is 
in reality some 30,000 miles long and 7,000 
broad. Think of a mountain-of those dimen 
sions raised above the clouds! Then, to add 
to the startling suggestions ot the hypothe- 
sis, the color of this gigantic.elevanon or pro- 
tuberance isa fiery red. Perhaps the strong 
est reason for regarding the red spot as an 
elevated mass is the fact that tne ciouds of 
the southern cloud belt, close to which it lies, 
never pass over it, but, on the contrary, in 
passing, by it are driven out ot their course 
and curve around its southern border, 5 
as clouds in the earth’s atmosphere glide 
along the shoulders of lofty mountain peaks, 
whose summits rise above their level. It 
might be urged in behalf of this view that, 
masmuch as the force of gravity on Jupiter 
is nearly two and a half times as great as on 
the earth, the major portion of its 
atmosphere must be pressed close to its 
8 and that, consequently, its clouds 
donot float at such a height @s the gigantic 
proportions of the planet might otherwise 
1 us to expect, so that the elevation of the 
red spot need not be supposed unduly great 
in order to place it above the general level of 
the cloud strata. Then there is the common- 
ly accepted theory that Jupitor is yet in an 
early stage of development to support the hy- 
pothesis of the elevation of a large region of 
ts surface in the manner iu which parts of 
the eartii’s crust were thrust up, folded, and 
crumpled in the fiery ages of its history. 
However we look at them, these strange 
discoveries on Jupiter indicate that buta 
small part of the energies of creation are 
centered upon our own little globe. Jupiter 
has winds. and storms, and clouds, and 
geological convulsions that make the great 
events of ‘terrestrial existence seem but 
a miniature representation of planetary life. 
After all, the man who is said to want the 
earth doesn’t appear to be so grasping; if he 
wanted Jupiter his ambition would be truly 
gigantic. at 


THE ORIGINAL MONROE DOCTRINE 


Text of the Passage in Which It Was First 
Given to the World. 

President Monroe’s seventh annual mes- 
sage, Deo. 2, 1823: The eitizens of the United 
States cherish sentiments the most friendly 
in favor of the liberty and happiness of their 
fellow-men on that side of the Atlantic. In 
the wars of the European Powers, in mat- 
ters relating to themselves, we have never 
taken any part, nor does it comport with our 
policy to do so. It is only when 
our rights are imvaded or seriously 
menaced that we resent injuries or 
make preparations for our defense. With 
the movements of this hemisphere we are of 
necessity more immediately concerned, and 

causes which must be obvious to all 
enlighted and impartial observers. The 
political system of the allied Powers is es- 
sentially different in this respect from that 
of America. This difference proceeds from 
that which exists in their respective Govern- 
ments. And to the defense of our own, which 
has been achieved by the loss of so much 
blood and treasure and maintained by the 
8 — moet enlightened citizens, 
and under which we have enjoyed une - 
led félicity, this whole Nation 1 devoted. 
© owe it, tmerefore, to candor and to the 
amicable relations existing between the 
United States and those Powers to declar 
that we should consider any attempt on their 
part to extend tneir system to any portion 
of this hemisphere as dangerous to our 
bende and safety. With the existing 
colonies or dépendencies of any European 
Power we bave not interfered and shall not 
interfere. But with the Governments who 
have declared their independence we have, 
On great considerauon and on just principles, 
acknowledged we could not view any inter- 
“position for the purpose of oppressing tnem, 
or controlling in any other manner their 
2 by any European power, in any 
Other light than as the manifestation of an 
uifriendly disposition toward the United

TROUBLED BY THE PRANKS OF A WITCH 


Simple Dutch ' Folk Burn Chickens Alive 
and Do, Other Silly Things. 
Hotianp, Mich., Oct. 23.—[Special.]|—A 
great dealis printed im the newspapers of 
the present day of the su tions about 
figures, days, and dates, but for some real 
old-fashioned Dutch superstition of a hun- 
dred years ago a person has simply to go to 
the little Village of Graafschap, in Allegan 
County, a few miles south from here, entire- 
ly inhabited by Dutch people. While known 
as industrious, quiet, honest, and religious, 
the silliest superstition of ancient times 
troubles them much at present, and the 
whole neighborhood is in a state of excite- 
ment. Lately several cases of severe and 
stubborn sivkness have been attributed to 
some unknown witch, ana for that reason 
pillows and feather beds were opened and 
carefully examined. The bunches formed 
inside in time are called crowns, wreaths, 
chickens, or any imaginable thing. A case 
a few days ago of the above de- 
scription ppened, and the neigh- 
bors were called in, and sure enough 
the “feather devils,“ as they are called, 
were discovered. A hot fire was made and 
the crowns, etc., put in the fire, but would 
not burn; even the feathers would not 
scorched; but while wondering and talking 
about it they had suddenly disappeared. In 
some cases live chickens have been put in 
kettles and slowly boiled to death, in order 
to counteract or dispei the evil one, One 
day a farmer’s wife was unable to churn 
butter. She tried time and again, but in 
vain. The chuen or milk was bewitched. 
The husband coming in, made the poker red 
hot and stuck it in ne churn, when butter 
came immediately. Afterwards it was re- 
ported that a near neighbor had been mys- 
teriously burned. Tne many stories afloat in 
that littie village among old and young are 
so strange and weird as to keep all in a state 
of excitement. Last Sunday the village

Russian Mission—Capital Notes. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Oot. 24.--[Special. |— 
A new hope is inspired among navy people 
by the probability that the new vesseis 
which are now nearing completion, will 


excite the envy of the world. The cruisers . 


Charleston, Baltimore, and Atlanta, and the 
gun boat Petre] having failed to come up to 
the desired mark, and the cruiser Chicago’s 
power being as yet undemonstrated, the dis- 
appointment of navy men was all the keener 
because it has been confidently expected that 
in boiler power and speed these vessels 
would exceed the requirements in all essen- 
tial particuiars.

These hopes were dashed by the tests, 
which proved that each of the vessels ‘was 
deficient. And in consequence there has 
been sorrow among naval officers. 

The new hope is based upon the develov- 
ment of a remedy for the deficiencies in the 
new vessels. Itisa simple automatic ma- 
chine by which it is claimed the power and 
capacity of the boilers can be soconsiderably 
increased as to enabie them to meet the max- 
imum requirements, and probably also to in- 
sure the development of surplus boiler power 
and excessin speed, thereby entitling the 
builders to some of the liberal money re- 
wards offered by the Government for

The question of how best to determine the 
speed of a fast vessel is one of great impor- 
tance to the Navy Department, when nearly 
all the vessels now being constructed under 
contract have premiums of $50,000 for each 
quarter of a knot, If a log is uséd a Varia- 
tion of a whole knot, such as seems to have 
occurred on the trial of the Baltimore, would 
result in a large loss to either the Govern- 
ment or the contractor, romney, on which 

icht occur. It is a 

that the only way to get at the exact speed of 
a fast vessel is torun her over a measured 
course, and the only question to be settled is 
as to how long the course should be. 

It bas been suggested that a long course of 
fifty or sixty knots be laid off between two 
prominent landmarks on shore, and that the 
run-be made over the course once, instead of 
the usual four-hour run. Another sugges- 
tion is that a tive or ten knot course be laid 
off and that the vessel be run back and forth 
over this course for four hours, making 
wide, sweeping turns at each end, going at 
Tull speed the time, and counting the av- 
erage speed made while on the course as 
the speed for the whole four hours. Still 
another suggestion is that the vessel be 
run twice over a short course, once 
with the tide and once against it, and that 
the exact number of revolutions per knot be 
carefully ascertained, and then by dividing 
the total number of revolutions made in four 
hours by the number of revolutions per knot 
the exact speed for the full time could be 
nearly ascertained. 

Any one of these methods would be better 
than to rely altogether on the log, and as 
some months will probably elapse before the 
trial of the first speed premium vessel—the 
Philadelpnia—there is ampie time to consider 
the matter and make experiments. In the 
meahtime the second trial of the Baltimore 
will take place and may result in some more 
interesting data about the reliability or. un- 
reliability of patent logs.

The regula- 
tions governing the preparation of the essay 
say that they must include: (A) Biography 
of Jotn oward, with a review of 
his works; (B) description of pe- 
nal institutions in John Howard’s 
time, and a detailed enumeration of all the 
innovations projected and accomplished by 
Howard in those institutions; (C) influence 
of Howard’s views upon the subsequent his- 
— of prison reforms; bibliography of How- 
ard’s writings. 

The essays must be sent by May 1, 1890, to 
the Chairman of the Committee on Organiza- 
tion of the International Prison Congress. 
They must bear devices or mottoes by which 
they will be known, but the writers’ names 
must be sent under seal to the committed.

THE MEXICAN LEAD-ORE QUESTION. 


Treasury Officers’ Replies to Current Criti- 
cism. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 22.—[New York 
Post.] — The silver-lead ore question, though 
presumptively settled by the Secretary’s de- 
cision, has lost little of its exciting quality. 
The Secretary simply followed the policy in 
defense of which he wrote his letter to Sec- 
retary Blaine, referred to in these dispatches 
about a week before the decision was made. 
He and his subordinate Treasury officers an- 
swer ali criticism of his course by the state- 
ment that the decision leaves matters just 
where tney stood before the present Admin- 
istration came in. 

To this the critics respond with a charge 
of disingenuousness, as his circular of July 
17 made changes in rules which had been un- 
disturbed for years, and the decision of last 
week does not affect these a The 
quarrel of the importers with the Secretary 
is notover the question whether an ore con- 
taining more siiver than lead, measured by 
value and not quantity, shall be el as 
silver ore, but over the question how the re- 
spective values shall be ascertained. Here- 
tofore it has been customary, they sax. to 
value the lead at from one-third to one-half 
what it must be valued at under the new 
rule; and it makes a good deal of difference 
whether a * of ore that contbins, 8 
$60 worth of silver and $40 worth of lead 
made suddenly by a simple sweep of the Sec- 
retary’s pen to contain, say, worth of 
lead, for that means a change from silver ore 
on the free list to lead ore with a duty on it. 

“Tt is not from any desire to be tyrannical 
that the Secretary sticks to this ruling,” said 
one of the Treasury officers today. He is 
simply convinced of the bad faith of much of 
the business done on the Mexican border, and 
is resolved to guard against any more of it if 
he can. It gives us more trouble,a great 
deal, than we should have had if we had let 
things stand as they were. I am told that 
the assayer at St. Louis complains that work- 
ing over these Mexican ore samples gives 
him more bother than all the work of the 
Mint.“ 

„But,“ he was told, the importers in the 
Southwest complain that they are discrimi- 
nated against, not being treated like import- 
ers of goods from Engiand or France, for in- 
stance, who make out an invoice, which is 
accepted as fair unless there is reason in 
some special case to suspect fraud.“ 

The two classes of importers are not on 
the same level,” was the answer. The 
temptations are much greater and the means 
of committing and concealing fraud much 
easier in the case of the ores than the other. 
The Secre is doing all he can to make it 
comfortable for the ore importers by snpply- 
ing them with appraisers right at band in- 
stead of compelling them to send samples far 
away for assay. They ought to be thankful 
for such consideration and bless their stars 
that even with what they are pleased to term 
a harsh system of rating they are able to get 
any, ore at ali in free. ow long do you sup-

MINISTER DOUGLASS ARRIVES IN HAYTL 


He Finds No President Yet Installed—Fi- 
_ Pancial and Commercial Reforms. 

Nk¥w Lon. Oct. 24.—A Port au Prince, 
Hayti, special under date of Oct. 9, says: 

When Frederick Douglass landed on the 
miserable wharf which juts into the inner har- 
bor of this fefid Capital he sniffed the 
air uneasily and ipoked as if he 
were filled with regrets for the ship 
he had just left. But the transfer 
from the comfortable cabin and cool breezes 
of the Kearsarge to the sewerless streets of 
Port au Prince was not the ouly misery in 
store for Mr. Dougiass, for, though the man- 
of-war arrived promptly upon the date fixed 
for the inauguration of Hippolyte, yet it was 
useless, as there was no President to be in- 
stalied, since the occupation of the Pro- 
visional Government, following its pacific 
and patriotic theory, has been too busy with 
matters touching the moral and material 
well being of the country to select an Execu- 
tive. 

The Presidential term is to be limited to 
five years, with a period of vigorous exclu- 
sion from another candidature until five 
more years have elapsed. The salary is at 
the same time to be fixed at $24,000 in gold, a 
tidy sum indeed when its reiation to the 
total income of Hayti is considered. 

The finances are in a tair way to be reés- 
tablished, though the stand and deliver“ 
policy of Solon Menos, who was an accom- 
plished robber, is bearing bitter fruits. 
Among other things, the $500,000 in biue $ 
notes, which are mainly held by fore mer- 
chants, are to be taken in payment for cus- 
toms duties, and the fractioual notes, printed 
upon what looks like diseased wali-paper, 
have already received the imprimature of 
the new Government.

THE ESTATE OF WILLIAM H. PRICE 16 


AWARDED TO His RIGHTFUL HEIRG, 


Jaage Tuley, by His Decision in’ the Va- 


mous Lawsuit, Fox Vs. Middaugh, 


Rights a Wrong of Forty Years’ Stand- 


ing — 4 UBrother-in-Law’s Treachery 
Fonnd Out at Last- Trouble with @ 
“Nickel in the Slot” Company—Other 
Items from the Law Courts. 

There are romantic features in the case of Fox 


against Midduugh, decided by Judge Tuley yes- 


terday. As Fox vs. Miadaugh the suit has been 
known in the courts for years. Its full title is 
Henry W. Price and Charles H. Fox against 
Louise E. Middaugh and the heirs of George W. 
Noble. 

Mr, Price is a business-man of Rockford, III., 
and Charlies H. Fox is his nephew. The decision 
in the case was not rendered until Judge Tuley 
had spent nearly five weeks hearing i, and had 


taken it under advisement for almost as many 


months. It was a notable case from tne bitter- 
ness with which it was contested. 

“It was one of the hardest legal nuts I ever 
had to crack,” said Judge Tuley, because the 
principals were both dead; the gf Ser pita we 
occurred forty 22 ago; records and pa 
were destroyed in the great fire: and some o — 
witnesses were dead, while ochers were old. in- 
firm. and with impaired memories.“ 

The facts as brougnt out on tne long trial were 
these: Prior to 1848 Wiiliam H. Price conducted 
a planing-mill at Clinton and Randolph streets. 
George W. Noble, his brother-in-law, a carpen- 
ter, Was working for him as a day laborer. In 
1849, when the Oalifornia gold fever was at its 
height, Price started West via the Isthmus of 
Palamas to make bis fortune. Before — g he 
agreed with Noble, his brother-in-law, t the 
curpenter should hold his real and other proper- 
ty which he did not take with him in trust and 
turn it over to him when be came back, Noble 
agreed to maintain Price's family and pay him- 
self $1,000 per annum for bie services. Price 
never reached the California gold flelds, but died 
en route some time in 1840. It was charged that 
Noble concealed the news of bis brother-in-law's 
death from the latter's wife and set about plan- 
ning to possess himself of the estate. Within a 

ear he ceased supporting Price’s family. Mrs. 

rice and her children had to shift for them- 
selves. Noble next caused Mrs. Price to go east, 
and then put Price’s property in his own name, 
He next gave it out that Price’s absence was 
due to the fact that he tad run away to Texas 
with a woman. In 1867 Price’s widow, Margaret, 
died in New York State. Her heirs were Henry 
W. Price, a son, and Charles H. Fox, the two 
complainants, Noble died in 1886 and then the 
heirs learned for the first time the real facts. 

Noble left no will, and Price’s property went to 
Louise E. Middaugh, a daughter, and other heirs. 
The heirs of Price thereupon flied a bill against 
Noble's heirs to recover the estate, which has in- 
creased in value until now it is worth $100,000. 
The defense set up was a receipt perporne te 
be signed by William H. Price, dated Ov 9, 
in which the absentee acknowledged the omnes 
of $850 “‘in settlement in full to this date.” It 
was claimed by the Noble heirs that Price had 
sold all of his property to Noble tor that smuil 
sum, but witnesses swore Noble in conver- 


sations with them admitted that he was merely * 


for Price's property. 
eciding the case J adge Tuley found in ta- 
* * of the complainants, He said there were 
pers doubts as te the genuineness of the al- 

eged signature of Price to the receipt, beside 
wow Noble did not have the money to buy the 

. He found that Noble held the propert 

— ly n trust and that this was proved as well 
as the peculiar circumstances of the case per 
mitted. The statute of forty years’ limitation 
was beld not to apply to a trust. 

Tue cause was reterred to a master to take an 
accounting, and Mr. Noyes was directed to pre- 
pare a decree charging the trust with all rents 
received from the property, allowing the Nobie 
heirs only $1,000 a year for Noble’s services. 
The complainant Price is well todo, but Fox has 
no means of his own.

FRANK J. BOWMAN’S ESTATE INVOLVED. 


The Real Estate Mortgaged and Liable 
for the Claims of His Three Wives. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 24.—[Special. |—Henry 
D. Laughlin, who has taken charge of the es- 
tate of the late Frank J. Bowman, says: His 
estate like his life is mysterious, mixed, and 
concealed. It is all bound up in litigation 
and consists mostly of lands in Texas. Be- 
sides having had almost every piece of prop- 
erty he owned mortgaged Bowman left his 
estate subject to attack from three quarters 
—the wives. In the first place, when he was 
divoroed from Mrs. Bowman in this city the 
court awarded her $30,000 alimony in gross 
and Bowman transferred two houses on 
Grand avenue to her. A deed of trust for 
$15,000 hung over the property which Bow- 
man agreed to pay off, but never did. This 
$15,000, being a judgment of court, will have 
a préferred place in the long list of claims 
against the estate. The alimony paid Mrs. 
Bowman, however, does not satisfy any 
claim the daughter of the first marriage may 
have against her father’s estate, and she has 
announced that she will put in and prosecute 
her claim. 

In the second place, he was not divorced 
from his second wife, Mrs. Ida Ciements 
Bowman of Chicago, before he married Miss 
Stella Pratt of New Yorx, and she, it is said, 
is coming to this city in person to present her 
claim for dower in Bowman’s estate. It is 
rumored that Miss Pratt of New York has a 
will, made by the deceased in 1887, bequeath- 
ing his entire estate to her. The will can be 
of no more value than blank paper as far as 
ward off the claims of tne other wives 
and children is concerned.”’ 


WANT NO MONUMENTS TO REBEL DEAD. 


Gov. Beaver Approves the Sentiments Er- 
pressed by Patterson Post, 

Pirrssure, Pa., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Gov. 
James A. Beaver of this State was seen this 
evening in regard to the resolutions adopted 
by the Abe Patterson Post, No. 88, Grand 
Army of the Republic, protesting against 
the placing of Rebel monuments on the bat- 
tlefield of Gettysburg. 

“TI read the resolutions this morning,“ 
said the Governor, and they show the 
right spirit. As to this particular monument 
of tne Second Maryland Regiment, I don’t 
know just what is is.“ 

It was explained that the monument stood 

ust outside the Union breastworks on Culp’s 

i. “If the regimental association has 
purchased the ground outside of that con- 
trolled by the Gettysburg Battiefield Asso- 
ciation of course they have a right to erect 
their monument. I can assure you, however, 
that no member of the association will con- 
sent to any individual Rebel organizanuon 
erecting monuments within the grounds that 
bear inscriptions likely to foster treason and 
disioyalty. I am strongly in favor of tne 
Government making appropriations to erect 
markers on the positions occupied by the 
Confederate commands as a matter of his- 
tory. A perfect idea of the fight cannot be 
obtained by having but one line marked out, 
and in order to make the demarkation com- 
plete uniform monuments should be erected 
to indicate the Confederate lines. lam and 
always will be opposed to any Rebel orguni- 
zation erecting its own monument within the 
grounds of the ass®ciation, Any point out- 
side is beyond our control should it be pur- 
chased by Confederate organizations.”

A man down in Colerain Township, Lancaster 
County, lost his pension a sbort time ago in a 
way that he thought for a time was rather mys- 
terious, bat he now understands.

The new States are for Chicago for the World’s 
Fair, and their representatives in the United 
States Senate and in Congress will vote on the 
right side of the house, They can hardly vote 
otherwise if they havs any regard for their polit- 
ic | future, The sentiment in the Northwest and 


along the Pacific coast is developing more 


more. While in the throes of making constitu- 
tions and electing their first State officers these 
States paid little attention to the agitation for 
the World's Fair, and some of the Chicago pro- 
moters were beginning to feel as though these 
Westerners were not trueto themselves and to 
the metropolis of their section of the country. 
But since the smoke of the electoral battie has 


cleared away and commerciai interests are once 


more in their proper position of supremacy the 
true sentimeat of the country has come to the 
surface, 

Private letters are received every day by mer- 
chants in this city showing how thoroughly the 
Northwest and, in fact, the entire Pacific coast 
is awake to its interests and those of the Nation, 
but the confidential nature of these communica- 
tions prevents their publication. The public 
men in that section are as yet few, but those that 
are there appear now and then in outspoken ut- 


+ terances for Chicago. 


Congressman J. L. Wilson, one of the recently 
elected members for she State of Washington, 
was in the city yesterday and called at the 
World’s Fair headquarters. His enthusiasm for 
Chicago knew no bounds, His services were 
tendered the committee in any way he could ve 
useful, The first use that will be made of him 
will be at the woman's meeting at Central Music- 
Hall at 8 o’clock this afternoon, where he will 
speak, together with Gen. Alger and Mrs. Logan.

Big subscriptions for World’s Fair stock may 
be locked for in the near future. A large bat 
not disproportionate amount Was assessed from 
the first against the railroads. That this amount 
would be raised no one doubted for a moment. 
In fact, so confident was everybody that there 
was general talk of having Mr. St. John, the 
Chairman of the railroad committee, sign the 
whole assessed amount as trustee and transfer 
it to the different railroads after they should 
have made the subscriptions. The reason for 
the delay has been simply that the 
Presidents or General Managers did not 
have authority to make the formal subscriptions 
until they should be authorized dy a vote of the 
directors or stockholders, The ice bas now 
been broken and the bail set rolling which will 
increase to an avalanche before it strikes the 
bottom grounds, 

Ata meeting of the Finance Committee yes- 
terday Mr. St. John announced that the first sub- 
scriptions by railroads haa been made. The 
amount 1s $95,000, and the roads that subscribed 
are the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois, and the Baltimore & 
Ohio. The amount is about equal to what was 
assessed against these roads. 

In this connection an utterance made not long 
ago by Mr. St. John 18 of interest. The discus- 
sion turned upon the location of the World’s 
Fair, and it was suggested that it was noticea- 
ble that in the New York boom none of the 
wealthiest men appearéd to be taking any 
interest. the conclusion being, as stated, 
that the heavy financial men of New 
York, baving the bulk of the capital invested 
in railroads from the Atlantic seaboard to the 
West, and especially to Chicago, were at heart 
notin favor of locating the Fair in New York, 
but would preferto have it in Chicago so that 
— lines would get the largest share of the 
traffic. 

Mr. St. John replied: “Thatis my opinion, 
too, and moreover I have information confirming 
that view and showing that there are men even on 
the committees in New York who at heart would 
just as soon see the Exposition go to Chicago as 
to New York.”
